A Stag standing by the crumbling stones of the old wall which 
once formed the boundary of the forest, and looking out with startled 
eyes and ears erect at the unknown country before him. The dark 
shadows of the forest were finely contrasted with the brilliant light 
of the open plain and the rich hues of the old stones with their ferns 
and grasses and creeping lizards. This poetic picture, sometimes 
described as the Listening Stag, sometimes as the Old Wall, was 
eventually bought by Sensier and sold by him in 1877.
